Ware County Blacksmithing Club

Hey, did you know that Ware County has a Blacksmithing Club? We do! We meet at 9am every third Saturday at the Obediah Park’s Blacksmithing 
Shop. Come and check it out! 

The Blacksmithing Club started up in 2007 by a few people who had a lot of interest in blacksmithing. The name of the club is the Steel Bristol 
Blacksmith Council. The club just built a new forge and has redone the entire blacksmith shop at Obediah Park. At the club’s meeting, the members learn about 
blacksmithing and get hands on training. 

The President of the Club is Doug Furman. He is the welding instructor at OTC and has been an active blacksmith for sometime now. Our club’s most 
experienced member is Wade Spooner, whom I was lucky enough to interview. Two of the clubs youngest members are Jason and Jonathan Makay; they travel 
all the way from Long County each month to clang on hot metal. Jason and Jonathan are military brats who were bom in Germany; they’ve just started 
blacksmithing this year. They speak both English and German and bring a lot of cultural diversity to the club. It’s mind-blowing to listen to them speak to each 
other in German while they’re blacksmithing. 

These are just a few of the club’s devoted members, but it’s not hard to understand why they’re so devoted. The craft of blacksmithing has made a 
substantial impact on the world. Blacksmiths are credited with bringing people out of the Stone Age and into the Iron Age. Blacksmiths made all the tools that 
other craftsmen use, like chisels, nails, hammers, and woodcarving tools. The Blacksmith is even mentioned in the Bible: “I have created the blacksmith who 
fans the coals beneath the forge and makes the weapons of destruction. And I have created the armies that destroy.” - Isaiah 54:16 

Blacksmithing is still relevant to today; it’s evolved from a craft into an art form. The blacksmith is no longer just a craftsman-he’s an artist.

What is one thing you want people to know about blacksmithing? 
There is a difference between a blacksmith and a farrier. Lots of people think that blacksmiths make horseshoes and shoe horses, but that is actually the job

James Doe is the Firebirds Quarterback Coach. He is a very friendly man who 
found my football ignorance amusing and helped clue me in. Coach Doe is a sergeant for 
the sheriff’s department. He works as a guard in the county jail here in Waycross. He’s 
played as linebacker, quarterback, full back, and tailback. He played football in high 
school and for 3 years in semi-pro football. He tried out for the Atlanta Falcons during 
his last year of semi-pro, but he didn’t make it. No matter, because he makes a great 
coach and is a valuable asset to the Firebirds. When asked why he wanted to help coach 
the team, he told me, “We want to encourage these young men to stay out of trouble and 
off the streets. We want to get them involved in football. We hope to get some scouts here 
and get these kids playing professional football and see them on TV on Sundays.” 

Otis Mooring is the Defensive Coach. He played for Waycross High School. He 
went on to play for Florida State, in Tallahassee, as an offensive back for which he was 
named Freshmen MVP. He did so well that he tried out for the Seattle Seahawks. He was 
accepted but was released “due to immaturity,” his words not mine. He is now a scout for 
Florida State. He has coached for many years for the Recreation Dept. He also coaches 
the track team at Ware County Middle School; he was instrumental in helping the girls 
track team win the state championship. When asked why he enjoys coaching, he replied, 
“{ like to be involved in molding the minds of young people. I believe teamwork is so 
important in life. By learning to work with others and setting aside differences, there is 
nothing one can’t achieve. My coaching motto is ‘If you believe it, you can achieve it, 
the mind and body will receive it.” He is an incredibly patient man and was very 
encouraging.

Math Tournament, A Success

Fifty-two students representing four area high schools gathered on the Waycross College campus April 11th for the fifth 
annual Waycross College Math Tournament. Eight teams — five varsity and three junior varsity — representing Brantley County 
High School, Pierce County High School, Ware County High School, and the Ware County School of Agricultural, Forestry, and 
Environmental Sciences (Ware Magnet), competed in team and individual categories for first, second, and third place awards. 

Varisty students participated in a 75-minute written exam which covered algebra, calculus, geometry, statistics, and 
trigonometry. Junior varsity answered questions from algebra and geometry. 

Following the written exam, varsity members participated in a team-oriented ciphering round. All teams were given the 
same ten questions and three minutes to answer each one. The quicker the teams answered each question, the more points they 
received. 

For varsity teams, winners were determined by a combination of scores from the written exam and the ‘ciphering 
round’. Junior varsity winners were determined through the written exam. 

Ware County High School captured first place in the varsity team category. Brantley County High School, which fielded two 
varsity teams, rounded out the top three with ‘team A’ finishing second and ‘team B’ finishing third. 

Pierce County High School took first place in the junior varsity team category. Ware County’s junior varsity finished second while 
Ware Magnet came in third. 

In the individual varsity competition, Sandeep Nayak from Ware County High School took top honors. James Clark and 
Bob Davis, both from Brantley County High School, finished second and third, respectively. 

Leonard Smith from Ware County High School captured first place in the individual junior varsity competition. Casie Altman and 
Dave Bell, both from Pierce County High School, took second and third place, respectively.
